States. The president could not 
do it. He had no right to do it 
without the consent of congress. 
He is an executive officer and not 
a dictator. But blind, blind are 
those who cannot see. What now 
‘would have been our standing in 
the opinion of fhe class of na- 
tions by this time if Woodrow 
Wilson and his cabinet had yield- 
ed to the wild demands of an ex- 
cited, unthinking few, seized the 
government willynilly and plung- 
ed into Mexico? We would have 
gone to the foot of the class. We 
would have been dishonored and 
the president would have de- 
served impeachment. He would 
hav got it, too from abroad and 
at home, as soon as the skies be- 
gan to clear. Some of the states 
have been mistaken in the repre- 
sentatives they hav sent to Wash- 
ington. All ought to send men of 
worth and brain to the national 
congress. They cannot think 
without brains, no matter how 
much money or bombast they can 
command.
